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Judge avoids 
confrontation

County commissioners were foiled 
last week in their attempt to confront 
Circuit Judge Martin Breighner over 
sentences imposed in last fall’s big drug 
bust. 


. Fhe commissioners have been un-. 


happy with the sentences the judge has 
handed out to 60 persons who pled 
guilty following the Aug. 20 raids. 
“One of the major concerns of some of 
the commissioners has turned out to be 
unfounded, though. 
They had complained that fines levied 


against the defendants were being sent. 


to support the state library and were not 
being kept in the county. 


In fact, the penal fine money never 


leaves the county, according to state 
librarian Frank Scannell and county 
treasurer Anah Potter. 

The commissioners had hoped to get 
Breighner, prosecutor Scott Beatty and 
sheriff George Lasater together to. talk 
about the drug bust and sentencings 
with them. 

But Breighner, who was scheduled to 
appear on a personnel matter and not 
specifically about the drug arrests, 
responded by letter-that he had a 
previous engagement and could not 
attend the Wednesday, Jan. 27, 
meeting. 

The commissioners then went behind 
closed doors—in a session which violat- 
ed a provision of the state Open 

_ Meetings Act—with Beatty and 
Lasater. 
What they talked about was 10 
 secrét, though, since they’ Have béen 
complaining publicly about what they 
considered light sentences, the lack of 
restitution to the county for money paid 
out and, the penal fines. 

Typical sentences in the case have 
been $250-300. fines, probation or 
delayed sentence with a donation of 
time to public service and participa- 
tion in a drug rehabilitation program. 

Commissioners and some others had 
thought the county should have re- 
ceived reimbursement for money paid 
out to buy drugs during the seven- 
month undercover investigation, for 
fees paid to court-appointed attorneys 
and for costs arising from the proces- 
sing of the 60 persons arrested on 86 
charges through the court and probation 
department. 


With three defendants left to be 


sentenced on Feb. 8, penal fines: have 
totalied $11,250, according to the 
county clerk's office, which also func- 
tions as the court clerk’s office. 


Second test 


Breighner cited MCLA 397.32 (Mich- 
igan Compiled Laws Annotated, a 
compilation of the state’s criminal 


statutes) in designating the fines for the - 


state library fund. 

This apparently caused some. con- 
fusion among spectators and, later, 
among commissioners who thought he 
had designated the Michigan State 
Library Association (MSLA) as the 
recipient of the money. 

State librarian Scannell says the 
money collected from the fines never 
leaves the county. 

The county treasurer takes care of it 
until the state library annually gives her 
office a formula, based on popula- 
tion. for distribution of the money to the 
various local libraries and to the county 
law library. 

The latest allocation in Charlevoix 
County, Scannell says, was $37,988 in 
November. Thé money is used for the 
upkeep of libraries. 


Court-appointed attorneys—just for 
circuit court—have cost the county 
$14,355.50 so far, according to clerk 
Jane Brannon. 

Figures for district court, which 
defendants in felony cases pass through 
before being tried in circuit court— 
have not yet been compiled, she said. 

The amount of money spent by 
undercover agents has not yet been 
computed, either, Brannon said. 


When the commissioners closed their 
Jan. 27 meeting, they did not vote to do 
so. Under the state Open Meetings Act 
of 1976, 4 government patel cannot go 
into closed session without a %4 vote-— 
except in certain cases. 

The reason stated at the time was noi 
one of the exceptions, nor was a 
provision of the law later stated by - 
Beatty as being his reason to request. 
the closed session. 

Both Beatty and a spokesman for the 
State attorney general’s office said 
while the board acted outside the law it 
did not do so maliciously and a judge 
would most likely let the meeting stand 
as a closed session. 


During the meeting, according to 
informed sources, the commissioners 
discussed with the prosecutor and 
sheriff their dissatisfaction with the lack 
of restitution. 

Beatty pointed out to commissioners, 
the sources say, that he requested to the 
judge that sentencing include a stipula- 
tion that restitution be made. A judge is 
not bound by a prosecutor's sentence 
request.

Victor, another popular 
run at Boyne Mountain 
was named after Boyne’s 
first ski instructor, Victor 
Gotschalk, who was killed 
in an avalanche at Sun 
Valley.
